The Hispanic vote 

McCain, Obama pitch economic pians to cruciai demographic

WASHINGTON Republican John McCain and Demo- 
crat Barack Obama pitched competing economic 
plans to Hispanics on Tuesday, the second time in 
as many weeks the presidential candidates direct- 
ly appealed to this critical constituency 
The rivals, to be sure, were pressing anew their 
support for comprehensive immigration reform, a 
bedrock issue for Spanish-speaking Americans, in 
separate speeches to the League of United Latin 
American Citizens. 

But each was primarily focused on making his 
case that he— and not his opponent— could best 
lead the country out of economic straits and help 
the middle class achieve prosperity 
It’s a poignant message for the audience, an 
organization that advocates social and econom- 
ic policies benefiting Hispanics. The economy, 
health care, education and providing opportuni- 
ties to reach what politicians call the American 
dream are issues that resonate strongly with mem- 
bers of the fastest growing minority group, many 


of whom came to the U.S. in search of a better life. 

“At its core, the economy isn’t the sum of an 
array of bewildering statistics,” McCain said. 

Obama promised to “restore fairness to our 
economy by putting a tax cut into the pockets 
of workers and small business owners; by ending 
tax breaks for companies that ship jobs overseas 
and giving them to companies that create good 
jobs here at home; by solving the housing crisis, 
and giving relief to struggling homeowners, and 
investing in infrastructure to create new jobs in 
the construction industry that’s been so hard hit.” 

He laced his speech with criticisms of McCain’s 
economic plans for more tax cuts for large cor- 
porations and the wealthy, for a health insurance 
plan Obama said “will make you pay taxes on your 
health care for the first time ever” and for aban- 
doning “his courageous stance” on comprehensive 
immigration reform. 

A recent AP-Yahoo News poll showed that 
Obama leads McCain among Hispanics, 47 per- 
cent to 22 percent with 26 percent undecided.

Fests folding amid economic fears 


MILWAUKEE For the first 
time in more than 20 
years, the organizers of 
the Harbor Fest musical 
festival in Racine, Wis,, 
were forced to cancel their 
seminal summertime event 
on the shores of Lake 
Michigan, 

Sure, attendance has 
dwindled in recent years, 
but rising costs and a 40 
percent drop in corporate 
sponsorship dealt the final 
blow “It boiled down to, 
if we can’t do it the right 
way let’s just not do it,” said 
Joe Mooney, the event’s 
organizer for all but one 
year, 

Mooney’s misery has 
company. From a hot 
air balloon festival in 
Jackson, Mich,, to parades in Clearwater, Fla,, to a seafood festival 
in Annapolis, Md,, organizers grappling with the effects of a 
weakening economy are calling it quits or are at least putting off 
their events until next year. 

Corporate sponsors are pulling out as they worry about their 


own financial well-being, 
let alone donating money 
to a festival. Organizers 
are reluctant to raise 
ticket prices since families 
shelling out for high-priced 
gas may not want to pay the 
extra money And costs for 
hiring bands, vendors and 
renting grounds are rising. 
In Racine, Mooney and 
other organizers decided it 
would be best to table their 
music festival this year with 
the hope of bringing it back 
next year. As they looked at 
organizing this year’s event, 
they realized they’d struggle 
to find ways to pay the more 
than $300,000 needed since 
corporate sponsorships 
were dwindling, he said. 
Many of them were local, 
Racine-area businesses, such as grocery stores. 

Attendance wouldn’t help make up the shortfall since it was 
about 20,000 in recent years, down from 30,000 years ago. 
Organizers also considered raising the $8 ticket price, perhaps by 
50 percent to $12, but feared that would turn people away

» Don’t wear 
them when rid- 
ing a bike because 
your feet can eas- 
ily come out of 
them or get caught 
in the spokes, dis-

Don’t flip out, but 
your flip-flop fetish 
may be harming your 
feet. 

The beloved sum- 
mer staple offers little 
foot support and pro- 
tection, exposing your feet to pain. Foot-related 
injuries range from stubbed toes to heel pain to 
tendonitis or even a sprained or broken ankle, 
podiatrists say 

Doctors say they’ve seen more foot-related 
injuries over the past few years— particularly in 
patients in their 20s and 30s — that they attri- 
bute to flip-flops. 

“After Lollapalooza, I had a spike of peo- 
ple in their early 20s coming in for injuries 
from flip-flops,” said Dr. Charlotte Covello, a 
podiatrist in the Loop. She saw patients with 
stress fractures in their feet and ripped-off 
toenails, she said. 

The moment flip-flop wearers feel heel or 
arch pain, they should stop wearing them, 
because the pain can lead to a chronic foot inju- 
ry, Covello said. “If your feet are feeling real- 
ly tired and aching at the end of the day from 
wearing flip-flops, you’re fatiguing your mus- 
cles,” she said. 

Flip-flops are fine to wear for short distances 
and in moderation— not all day, said Dr. Stepha- 
nie Wu, assistant professor of surgery at the Dr. 
William M. Scholl College of Podiatric Medi- 
cine at Rosalind Franklin University of Medi- 
cine and Science in North Chicago. 

Because the foot can easily slip out of a flip- 
flop, it has to work hard to find balance, she 
said. “When your foot is up in the air and the 
sole is going in every direction, what happens 
is your toes curl up midway to try to hang on to 
the flip-flop,” Wu said. 

And that can affect how people walk. 

A study of 39 students at Auburn Universi- 
ty presented in May at the American College 
of Sports Medicine showed they took shorter 
steps when they wore flip-flops. “They actually 
shorten their stride,” said Justin Shroyer, lead 
author on the study Shorter strides means more 
steps to cover the distance, he said. The repeti- 
tive nature of walking differently could aggra- 
vate foot muscles, tissues and tendons, he said. 

Although Shroyer wouldn’t say definitively 
that flip-flops are bad, he said the research puts 
science behind claims that flip-flops change the 
way people walk and therefore may cause foot 
and lower leg pain. 

Still, some flip-flop lovers are unwilling to 
give up their addiction to the footwear they 
insist is simple and comfortable. 

Flip-flops continue to fly off the shelves at

Wearing a flip-flop is like getting into a love-hate relationship. You might love them, but your 
feet might not. Excessive flip-flop-wearing can even cause knee and back pain as a result of 
the lack of cushioning in the shoes. Here’s a look at how flip-flops potentially hurt our feet. 


n Arch: Flip-flops don’t offer much arch 
support. “If [the arch] flattens out 
all the way, it stretches the soft tissue and 
you can irritate and injure those ligaments 
and tendons,” said Dr. Charlotte Covello, a 
podiatrist. Those tendons support the arch 
in the foot, and when stretched will result in 
pain in the heel and arch, she said. Tendon- 
itis can manifest in the arch, she said. 


Heel: Along with pain, another tell- 
tale sign of a frequent flip-flop wear- 
er is how the heel looks. “It’s mostly the 
heels are very flaky, very dry,” said Van Lam, 
owner of D’Bellagio Spa and Salon in Uni- 
versity Village. He suggests filing your dry 
heels using a nail file and putting lotion on 
the heels at night or in the morning.

■■J Toes: Toes can be injured because 
KM they are unprotected. You also can 
get toe cramps because your toes are grip- 
ping the flip-flop to keep it on, Covello 


said. The part of the flip-flop that goes in 
between the toes can hurt, too, said Dr. 
Marlene Reid, spokeswoman for the Ameri- 
can Podiatric Medical Association. “If the 
material [between the toes] isn’t supple 
or soft, you can get blisters, abrasions and 
ulcerations,” she said. 


Leg: Leg and foot cramping are signs 
you’re overusing your muscles and 
tendons in your feet, Covello said. 

Ankle: If the foot slips off the flip-flop, 
KM it can force wearers to roll on an ankle 
and sprain or break it, said Dr. Stephanie Wu, 
of the Scholl College of Podiatric Medicine. 


Side of foot: When a flip-flop rolls on 
KM its side because of an uneven sur- 
face, a tendon can get pulled off the bone 
and could require surgery, Covello said. “If 
you take a bad step, the flip-flop goes one 
way and the foot goes the other,” she said. 


stores. On a recent Saturday, Old Navy had a $i 
sale on flip-flops. By the afternoon, only a few 
pairs of size 5s were left. 

Crossing Michigan Avenue last week in her flip- 
flops, Hertis Mullins, 22, said she doesn’t plan to 
abandon her roughly 10 pairs of inexpensive flip- 
flops even though they could be bad for her feet. 

“I have more flip-flops than I have anything 


else ... I’m addicted,” said Mullins, who works as 
a telemarketer downtown and lives in Park For- 
est. “I’ve been {wearing flip-flops] this long and 
nothing’s happened,” she said. 

All the flip-flop wearing Melissa Ariston, 27, 
has done— even at work— hasn’t seemed to both- 
er her feet. “I’ve worn them forever and they 
don’t really hurt,” said Ariston, an event planner 
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Hertis IVIulliiis, 22 , says she doesn’t 
plan on giving up her flip-flops even 
though they could hurt her feet.

Many flip-flop wearers point to comfort 
as the reason they slip on flip-flops. 

The spirit and mood of flip-flops are 
easy and relaxed, said Meghan Cleary, shoe 
expert and author of “The Perfect Fit: 
What Your Shoes Say About You,” 

Until 1998, when hipster girls started 
wearing them in Manhattan, flip-flops 
stayed at the beach as part of the surfer 
culture, she said. Flip-flops should still be 
used at the beach, pool and even when out 
to lunch, she said, but not to work or any- 
where else. 

Yet flip-flops are everywhere. People 
wear them when they walk to work or ride 
the train, and members of the Northwest- 
ern University women’s lacrosse team even 
wore them to the White House in 2005, 
“In the last three to five years, flip- 
flops have just become absolutely ubiq- 
uitous, especially in college communi- 
ties,” Cleary said. 

In New York City, she’s noticing a 
change in the flip-flop frenzy, where peo- 
ple are wearing flip-flops on the subway to 
work, “I would hasten to say in urban cul- 
ture they are sort of falling out of favor a 
little bit, and you’re seeing more of the 
ballet flats and other sandals,” said Cleary 
who thinks Chicago will foUow that trend

CTA announces plan 
for mobile supervisors

The CTA hopes to reduce delays next 
month by getting bus supervisors out 
of their booths and into hybrid vehicles 
equipped with global positioning 
system phones and computers to more 
quickly untangle the head-scratching 
phenomenon where buses stack up along 
the same route. 

Bus bunching won’t be eliminated, but 
the idea is to reduce the problem with a 
new program that CTA President Ron 
Huberman said is unique to Chicago. 

Newly mobile supervisors wiQ be able to 
head off a group of buses at the next stop and 
make timesaving changes, such as putting all 
passengers on a single bus and declaring it 
an express and directing subsequent buses 
either to make all-stop runs or turn around 
and head the other way he said. 

Right now, supervisors can take those 


actions only if the problem arrives at their 
booth. Supervisors will be able to dispatch 
more buses to stops they spot with long 
lines of commuters, Huberman said. 

“The days of you seeing a CTA bus 
driver with a clipboard sitting there 
in a little wooden booth methodically 
counting buses are over,” Mayor Daley 
said Tuesday. “Even better, CTA riders 
will decreasingly have to endure the 
frustration of what feels like endless 
waiting only to see three buses arrive at 
the same time.” 

The CTA plans to reduce the number 
of supervisors from 70 to 50. That will 
save about $1.2 million a year after the 
cost of maintaining new technology and 
vehicles is netted out, Huberman said. 

The Bus Tracker, which provides 
commuters with real-time information 
on bus locations and estimated arrival 
times at ctabustracker.com, will track 
67 routes — 15 more than it now does — 
starting July 21. The system also will 
provide Google-based mapping. 


‘Jersey Boys’ 
snuffs smoking

The Chicago production of “Jersey 
Boys” has excised all smoking from the 
show so the production complies with 
Chicago’s indoor smoking ban, a spokes- 
man for Broadway in Chicago confirmed 
Tuesday. 

The city’s ban does not offer any 
exemption for smoking as part of a theat- 
rical performance. It also does not allow 
herbal cigarettes to substitute for tobac- 
co, as has been common practice in the 
theater. 

The city sent a “notice of complaint” 
to Broadway in Chicago after a complaint 
by a patron about smoking in “Jersey 
Boys,” said Tim Hadac, spokesman for the 
Department of Public Health. 

As originally staged at the LaSalle Bank 
Theatre (now the Bank of America The- 
atre), the show about a ’60s singing group 
had made extensive use of smoking, 
including a scene where some characters 
smoke marijuana and another where the 
character based on singer Frankie Valli says 
to a young woman: ‘Are you old enough to 
have a match?” 

In London and New York, however, the 
“Jersey Boys” continue to smoke, as they 
did in reality Those cities have indoor 
smoking bans that contain accommoda- 
tions for artistic endeavors. 


Ding! You are now 
free to go to Canada

Southwest Airlines is venturing outside 
the U.S. for the first time in its history 
through a marketing alliance with its 
Canadian clone, Calgary-based Westjet. 

The code-sharing agreement, announced 
Tuesday will be in place by late 2009 and 
will enable the low-cost carriers to sell seats 
on each other’s planes, gaining access to new 
customers and markets with little extra cost. 

In addition to Canada, Southwest aims 
to expand into Mexico, Hawaii and the 
Caribbean in the next two years, and then 
into Asia and Europe, Southwest’s Chief 
Executive Gary Kelly told the Tribune in 
an interview last month. 

Midway is Southwest’s second-largest 
base, but it could eventually become 
its largest operations center, Kelly said. 
Midway might serve as a gateway for 
Southwest’s Canadian partner, which will 
funnel a host of new flights into the city 
and Southwest’s network.

Suspect’s lawyer: 
Wife unaware ef 
FBI interview 

The wife of a Lake in the Hills man charged 
in a bizarre toxin case was unaware that FBI 
agents interviewed her husband in 2006 for 
allegedly soliciting a hit man to kill her, her 
husband’s lawyer said Tuesday 
Edward Bachner I V’s wife also didn’t know 
that he had allegedly taken out a $5 million 
life insurance policy on her, Bachner’s lawyer, 
James Marcus, said in an interview 
Bachner was arrested last week for allegedly 
posing as a researcher and ordering a deadly 
pufferfish toxin. 

Federal prosecutors said Monday that 
Rebecca Bachner was the target in 2005, 
when her husband 
allegedly sent e- 
mails soliciting a hit 
man to kill a 32-year- 
old woman. After 
his arrest, Bachner 
told authorities his 
wife was the woman 
in the e-mails, a 
prosecutor said. 

The revelation 
shocked Rebecca 
Bachner, who was 
not interviewed by 
FBI agents when 
they investigated 
the alleged murder- 
for-hire plot, Marcus 
said. “She found out 
in court,” he said. 

Marcus said he 
doesn’t consider the 
allegation serious 
because Bachner was 
never charged and 
FBI agents never 
told his wife about 

the investigation. 

He also said that he isn’t accusing prosecutors 
of lying, but that he found it hard to believe 
Bachner could take out a large life insurance 
policy on his wife without her knowing it.

Despite tough talk, Iran still buys American 


WASHINGTON Nuclear weapons? No 
way. But there are plenty of items on 
Iran’s shopping list that the U.S. is more 
than happy to supply: cigarettes, brassieres 
and more. 

U.S. exports to Iran grew more than ten- 
fold during President Bush’s years in office 
even as he accused it of nuclear ambitions 
and sponsoring terrorists. 

America sent more cigarettes to Iran— at 
least $158 million worth under Bush— than 
any other product. 


WHAT CAN RESOLD 

The rules allow sales of agricultural 
commodities, medicine and a few other 
categories of goods. The exemptions are 
designed to help Iranian families even as 
the U.S. pressures Iran’s leaders. 


Other surprising shipments to Iran dur- 
ing the Bush administration: fur clothing, 
sculptures, perfume, musical instruments 
and maybe even rifles. Top states shipping 


goods to Iran include California, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Michigan, Mississip- 
pi, New Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio and 
Wisconsin, according to an analysis by The 
Associated Press of seven years of U.S. gov- 
ernment trade data. 

Despite increasingly tough rhetoric 
toward Iran, which Bush has called part 
of an “axis of evil,” US. trade in a range of 
goods survives on-again, off-again sanc- 
tions originally imposed nearly three 
decades ago.

Ryan Dempster became the first 
Cubs pitcher in 31 years to start a sea- 
son lo-o at home, and Mike Fontenot 
and Geovany Soto homered Tuesday 
night to lead the Cubs to a 7-3 victory 
over the Cincinnati Reds. 

All-Star Dempster (10-3) is the first 
Cubs pitcher to win his first 10 deci- 
sions at home since Rick Reuschel in 
1977.

Lou Piniella said it was “a 
little bit of a surprise” to hear 
Tuesday afternoon that the 
Cubs acquired Harden in the 
six-player deal. 

“Yesterday, Milwaukee made 
a deal for a left-hander starter 
{Sabathia] and today Jim {Hendry} went 
out and got himself a real good right-hand- 
ed pitcher,” the Cubs manager said. “It’s 
good to see {Hendry} is so competitive 
and he’s doing everything in his power to 
ensure that we win.” 

The right-handed Harden, 26, bolsters 


a Cubs rotation that just saw 
the return of Carlos Zambrano. 
Harden was on the disabled list 
from April 10 to May ii; since 
returning, he has averaged six 
innings per start. 

“He’s got really good stuff, 
he’s a heck of a competitor and 
he’s a very welcome addition 
here,” Piniella said. 

Harden will make his Cubs 
debut against San Francisco

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Local chefs dish on what’s popping up in their 
backyards— and on your plate

No doubt about it: “Local” is the dining buzzword of the year— maybe 
even the decade. But in some cases, “local” still means hundreds of miles 
away Not so with these Chicago restaurants, where chefs are looking 
no farther than their own back yards for flavor. Whether it’s a few fresh 
herbs or some serious produce, it doesn’t get more local than this. 


Anteprima 

5316 N. CLARK ST. 773-506-9990 

Chef Kaminsky Thomas regularly visits 
his garden, a small but prodigious patch just 
behind this Andersonville restaurant’s cute 
patio that cranks out tomatoes, zucchini, 
Swiss chard, mustard greens, arugula and a 
long list of herbs. 

Eat it: All manner of herbs make it into the 
pastas and garnish the grilled meats (think 
torn mint on sizzling lamb) that make up 
Anteprima’s rustic Italian menu, but the real 
showstopper is a simple but assertive just- 
picked arugula salad dressed with a sar- 
dine and extra-virgin olive oil dressing and 
shaved ricotta salata ($8). 

Fiddlehead Cafe 

4600 N. LINCOLN AVE. 773-751-1500 

When chef Joe Cizek wants to add some- 
thing fresh and local to his menu, he heads 
over to the community garden where he has 
a small plot and picks a few garlic chives, 
micro-greens and other herbs. 

Eat it: The menu changes often, but 
Cizek tries to incorporate something from 
his garden into at least one dish nightly. A 
recent example: grilled salmon with fennel 
and coriander seeds next to carrot risotto 
topped with a delicate, just-picked herb 
salad tossed in sweet Dijon vinaigrette 
($24).

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Grab a helmet and set 
off on a two-wheeled 
local adventure

Saturday night, 10,000 cyclists gear 
up for L.A.T.E. Ride 2008, the annual 
moonlight spin through Chicago streets. 
But the two-wheeled fun doesn’t have 
to end when the sun comes up Sunday 
morning— Chicago has trails galore, and 
some of our best-kept secrets are most 
accessible by bike. Whether you’re an 
experienced pedal pusher or you bare- 
ly know how to buckle a helmet, we’ve 
found three local trails that work for 
everyone— and assembled a mini-guide 
to get you on your way. 


Zip down the lakefront 
path near Ohio Street

North Branch Trail 

Cool off in the forest preserve shade as 
you follow the north branch of the Chicago 
River. Families and groups of friends pop in 
and out along the trail, but at approximately 
40 miles roundtrip, the path also attracts 
experienced cyclists who want room to 
enjoy a muscle-building calorie burn. 

Grab a bite at Caldwell’s Kitchen & Tap 
(7201 N. Caldwell Ave., Niles. 847-588- 
1500), which boasts an 80-seat bar and 
two outdoor patios. At the trail’s north 
end, explore nine islands’ worth of flow- 
ers, trees, prairies, waterways and wildlife 
at the Chicago Botanic Gardens (1000 Lake 
Cook Rd. Glencoe. 847-835-5440). 

On the return trip, get a second wind 
with a cocktail on the stone-paved patio at 
Morrison Roadhouse (7355 N. Harlem Ave., 
Niles. 847-588-1320) and then revive your- 
self at journey’s end with a dip in Whealan 
Aquatic Center (6200 W Devon Ave. 773- 
775-1666; $5), which features a zero-depth 
entrance, free lounge chairs and two water 
slides, all in a forest preserve setting. 


North Lakeshore Trail 

The stretch from Hollywood Avenue to 
Navy Pier is the nightclub of bike paths — 
it’s bustling, great for people-watching and 
you’ll almost always cross paths with some- 
one you know 

As you round the curve at Ohio Street 
Beach (400 N. Lake Shore Drive), your nose 
will alert you to the Robinson’s Ribs trailer, 
which offers boneless barbecued rib sand- 
wiches for $5. Cruise through the tall iron 
gates at Olive Park (598 E. Grand Ave.) and 
eat your lunch among the fountains, mani- 
cured lawns, canopy of trees and two sky- 
line and lake observation platforms. 

Onyour way back north, cool off at Mon- 
trose Park Beach (4400 N. Lake Shore 
Drive), which features jet ski and kayak 
rentals and a bait shop a block inland if you 
want to relax on the pier with a fishing pole. 
Thirsty? Exit at Foster and head west; park 
your ride at Charlie’s Ale House (5308 N. 
Clark St. 773-751-0140) in Andersonville 
and grab a table along the open windows or 
under an umbrella along the sidewalk patio. 


South Lakeshore Trail 

Looking for some solitude with stun- 
ning views? South of the Museum Cam- 
pus, you’ll pretty much have the path to 
yourself— and those you do encounter will 
smile or say hello as you ride by 

Stop at 31st Street Beach for homemade 
Italian ice ($3.50 -$4.50) and apanino ($6), 
then hop back in the saddle and circle 
around Promontory Point (at 55th Street) 
for three-sided lake views. 

Onyour way home from the trail’s end 
at the South Shore Cultural Center (7059 
S. South Shore Drive), swing through 
Jackson Park to the Osaka Japanese Gar- 
den on Wooded Island (at 58th Street). 
Reward yourself for all that exercise with 
a drink amid the above-bar harpoon and 
ship’s wheel chandeliers at cozy nautical- 
themed bar The Cove (1750 E. 55th St. 773- 
684-1013), located just west of the trail in 
East Hyde Park.

Locals Bound Stems 
embrace their geeky 
sides and their day jobs 

By Matt Pais 

How many surprising musical left turns 
were on Bound Stems’ 2006 full-length debut, 
‘Appreciation Night”? So many that one writer 
claimed that the Chica- 
go indie rockers inspired 
vertigo. 

“That means you’re 
standing at the top of the 
cliff feeling like you’re 
going to fall off,” says 
drummer Evan Suit. “If 
we can make that hap- 
pen with rock instru- 
ments, we win.” 

Those who struggled 
to digest the potentially overwhelming chang- 
es on ‘Appreciation Night” maybe relieved that 
the acclaimed group’s new record, “The Family 
Afloat” (out Sept. 9), is much more accessible, 
though still challenging. The album, which will 
be available on vinyl at Friday’s show, hones the 
group’s taste for sonic 180 -degree turns into a 
tighter, near-perfect indie buffet that’s both fun 
and reflective. 

Getting to this point wasn’t easy for the 
band, which formed in 2002 and added multi- 
instrumentalist/vocalist Janie Porche in 2005. 
Members quit their day jobs to tour for ‘Appre- 
ciation Night” but went back to work after 
lead vocalist/guitarist Bobby Gallivan, a his- 
tory teacher at Glenbrook North High School 
in Northbrook, decided he wanted to continue 
teaching. Bound Stems finished recording “The 
Family Afloat” in April, more than a year after 
they started. 

Over $2.75 PBRs at Humboldt Park’s Black 
Beetle, we talked to Gallivan, Suit, Porche and 
bassist Dan “Radz” Radzicki (guitarist Dan 
Fleury couldn’t make it) about making stress- 
ful music, keeping their day jobs and why the 
words “band member” shouldn’t always be asso- 
ciated with the word “drugs.” 

Bobby, what went through your head the first 
time you saw one of your students in the audi- 
ence? 

I was mortified. I thought I was going to 
get fired. I feel like everyone associates “band 
member” with “drugs.” A friend of ours wrote a 
fictional story— it was on our Web site— about 
this band called Stoned Bums, which is an ana- 
gram of Bound Stems. And it talked about this 
band that met after an acid trip. 

I had just finished a class and I’m walking 


down the hallway right in front of the princi- 
pal’s office and one of my students says, “Hey, 
Mr. G, I heard you do acid!” And I had to have 
a meeting with my department chair and the 
principal and just be like, “I don’t. I’m in this 
band and this is part of my life but I need you to 
trust me on this. I’m a geek!” 

How often do you get questions about the real 
band name? 

Gallivan: I lectured to my honors U.S. Histo- 
ry class about how dumb band names were. To 
think about a group of adults {discussing], “So 
what are we going to call ourselves?” What a 
weird conversation to have. 

Porche: It’s a literary term: words that can’t 
exist without their suffixes or prefixes. For exam- 
ple, disgruntled is a word but gruntled is not. So 
disgruntled is a word that’s bound to its stem. 

Gallivan: And it’s hard to pronounce. In one of 
our first shows we were in a basement and some 
Stoner high-school kid was like, “What’s your 
band name?” and we were like, “Bound Stems.” 
And he’s like, “Cool ... Violent Femmes.” {I 
thought,} “He’s going to be so disappointed 
after we play!” 

How hard was it to return to your day jobs with 
tails between your legs? 

Gallivan: There {were} the people that were 
like, “So it didn’t work out, huh?” 

Suit: The fact is that if you’re still a band a 
year later, if you’re making another album a year 
later, it did work out. We don’t want to be Chris

Martin from Coldplay or Axl Rose. I can’t even 
really explain to somebody why I don’t want to 
be Tommy Fee. I just don’t. That’s not what I’m 
going for. We’re not trying to be Motley Crue. 

Porche: It’s a really weird feeling to wake up 
in a city and be like, ‘All I have to do is get to the 
next city and play a show.” That feels fun, but 
it’s also like, “Is this all I do?” And understand- 
ing that sometimes our work brought a differ- 
ent perspective to our music. 

Do you suggest that all bands like, say. Radio- 
head, get day jobs? 

Porche: Yeah! 

Suit: Those guys don’t know anything about 
real life. 

How stressful is it to make music that is potentially 
stressful— or at least challenging— to listen to? 

Suit: Stressful to listen to? Do we create stress 
with our music? 

Porche: Now you’ve done it.

Ever since their breakup, she’s suffocat- 
ing, and he feels lost at sea. Both wonder 
how they’re supposed to breathe without 
each other. 

That’s the musical question posed by 
Jordin Sparks and Chris Brown in their 
current smash duet, “No Air,” Hearing 
the intertwined voices — the anguish! the 
drama!— of these two teen soul-pop sen- 
sations is a reminder of previous hit duets 
throughout the years, when singers would 
come together to create a fusion either 
playful or romantic. 

From Diana Ross and Lionel Rich- 
ie rhapsodizing about “Endless Love” 
to Paul McCartney and Stevie Wonder 
using the keys on the piano as a meta- 
phor for racial harmony on “Ebony and 
Ivory,” duets have represented some of 
the most popular R&B, pop and country 


songs of the past 50 years. 

But if it takes two to make a thing go 
right, then something hasn’t been quite 
right for a while. Of the 24 entries on the 
current Billboard Hot 100 chart that have 
two names attached to them, only two 
technically are classified as duets, “No 
Air” continues to cling to the Top 20, and 
“This Is Me,” the new single from Demi 
Lovato and Joe Jonas, from the duo’s Dis- 
ney Channel film “Camp Rock,” made a 
splashy debut at No, ii this week. 

For the sake of satisfying our defini- 
tion of duet— two people trading sung 
vocals— we’d also include “4 Minutes” 
by Madonna featuring Justin Timber- 
lake and “If I Never See Your Face Again” 
by Maroon 5 featuring Rihanna in our 
accounting. 

So what happened to the hit duet? Fol- 
lowing a peak in the 1980s— when more 


than 30 twosomes claimed spots on the 
year-end Hot 100 chart— the form began 
to fade as musicians started to team up 
in new ways as mainstream tastes shifted 
from conventional pop to hip-hop. 

From 2000 until the present, a mea- 
ger seven traditional partnerships have 


made the year-end grade, including “Pic- 
ture” by Kid Rock and Sheryl Crow and 
“Beer for My Horses” by Toby Keith and

» “The way that we personified what a 
duet was became something different. 
Since hip-hop was so pervasive as the pop 
music of the ’90s, I think in large part you 
lost a lot of the melodic music that once 
would’ve commanded the top spots on 
the charts and radio,” 

That evolution fed into our increasing- 
ly accelerated culture. So what we have 
now are duets for the shuffle generation 
where pop songs are lent a dash of edgy 
cool by hip-hop cameos, like “Crazy in 
Love” by Beyonce featuring Jay-Z. Gruff- 
voiced raps are broken up by hooky, soft- 
er choruses, like “Over and Over” by Nel- 


ly featuring Tim McGraw, and, presum- 
ably, no one gets bored, 

“The audience nowadays is different, 
and their attention span is very short, so 
rap songs are usually much more aggres- 
sive, So the duet thing probably doesn’t 
work,” says Michael Mitchell, an execu- 
tive at Time-Life, “That’s how society is 
now: Everything’s compartmentalized,” 
Although the “featuring” phenom- 
enon had already begun to make its 
presence known— notably in 1991 with 
“Good Vibrations” by Marky Mark and 
the Funky Bunch featuring Loleatta 
Holloway— Taylor points to the 1997 hit 


“I’ll Be Missing You,” a rap-sung collab- 
oration between Puff Daddy (as hip-hop 
mogul Sean Combs called himself then) 
and singer Faith Evans as the critical 
juncture, 

“I think if you’re pinpointing a song 
that made everyone’s eyebrows raise, that 
would be one,” Taylor says of the tribute 
to rapper Notorious B,LG, 

Another reason these potential part- 
nerships have been on the wane is record- 
company red tape, 

“In the ’80s it was funny I guess there 
was more reciprocity you’d call it between 
the labels,” says Harvey Mason Jr,, co- 
writer and co-producer of “No Air” and a 
huge fan of duets, “People would cooper- 
ate and say, 'You can use my artist, and I’U 
use your artist,’ Now if they’re not on the 


same label, it’s really hard,” 

Taylor sees the success of “No Air” 
paving the way for future traditional two- 
somes on the charts. The fact that there 
are four near the top of the Hot 100 at 
the moment, the most in several years, 
suggests audiences are warming up to the 
idea of two peas in their iPod, 

“When a song like {that] hits No, i 
on iTunes, radio is now getting with the 
program and realizing they need to put 
that on the air,” Taylor says, “So I think 
we are seeing a turn toward more vari- 
ety, and thus we are getting some of 
those traditional-style duets again. And 
^No Air’ is a perfect example. It’s con- 
temporary with enough of an R&B edge 
to appeal to youth, but it’s also entirely 
melodic,”

So many people are lining up to buy a 
new touch-screen wireless phone that 
the carrier selling it can’t keep up with 
demand. 

No, not that one. 

The popularity of Sprint Nextel’s 
Samsung Instinct— the company says its 
first-week sales beat those of all its other 
broadband-capable phones— represents a 
bit of a puzzler. 

Yes, this device bears a resemblance to 
Apple’s iPhone. But the Instinct doesn’t 
come with features to rival those of the 
iPhone. Nor does its price, $229.99 before 
a $100 mail-in rebate with a two-year 
contract, offer a big discount over Apple’s 
creation. 

Like many phones, the Instinct looks 
much better than it works. A polished slab 
about half an inch thick and weighing only 
4.4 ounces, it dispenses with almost all of 
the standard buttons in favor of a large 
touch screen that fills most of its face. 

That roomy display, more than 3 inches 
diagonally, allows for on-screen buttons 
that even thicker fingers should be able to 
hit. And you can scroll through its contacts 


REVENGE OF THE IPHONE 

AT&T and Apple said last week the 
highly anticipated successor to 
the iPhone will go on sale at their 
respective retail stores at 8 a.m. Friday. 
As indicated when the device was 
announced earlier this month, you 
won’t be able to buy it online. That 
means you can likely expect lines at 
area Apple and AT&T stores, though it’s 
not clear whether the first-day frenzy 
will match last year’s, when the original 
iPhone was released.

and recent-calls lists with a flick of a finger. 
You also can call somebody using voice 
dialing. 

Its on-screen slider controls — for 
instance, ending a call requires you to 
move your finger across an image of a 
switch— can prevent you from hanging 
up on the boss after poking the wrong 
button. 

The Instinct also features “visual voice 
mail” that lets you see who left a message 


and when, then play 
recordings back in any 
sequence you desire. 

The Instinct comes 
with a long inventory of added 
capabilities: Web browsing, e-mail, text/ 
picture/video messaging, digital music and 
video playback, photography and video 
recording, GPS navigation and so on. But 
it fumbles most of these more ambitious 
tasks. 

Start with its on-screen keyboard, which 
offers neither effective spell-checking nor 
tactile feedback, ensuring plenty of typos. 

The Instinct also doesn’t make enough 
use of its mobile broadband Internet 
access (limited to Sprint’s coverage, as the 
Instinct lacks a WiFi receiver). Its Web 
browser struggles as much with full-size 
sites as the antiquated software on Palm 
OS phones, taking an irritatingly long 
time to load. Its e-mail software ignores 
Web formatting in messages and can’t 
read PDFs. 

The Instinct handles multimedia slightly 
better than productivity It can serve as a 
decent photo viewer and music and video 
player, but its Internet TV service suffers 



from awful 
picture quality,

sells iPod-incompatible files. 

So what makes the Instinct 
worthy? 

One is Sprint’s simple pricing plans, 
which feature unlimited Internet use, 
text/picture/video messaging, navigation 
assistance, and Sprint’s online music and 
video feeds, leaving your only option how 
many weekday minutes to buy: $69.99 ^ 
month gets you 450, $89.99 includes 900, 
and $99.99 allows unlimited calls. 

The other is choice. The iPhone is 
amazing, but in the U.S., Apple has chosen 
to handcuff the iPhone to AT&T Wireless. 

A phone like the Instinct can be a fair 
compromise for people looking to use 
a smartphone for entertainment, not 
productivity

That’s because I don’t really care about 
parental approval. 

Everywhere I turn, I see movies and 
TV shows dedicated to the impor- 
tance— and fear— of meeting the par- 
ents, Lousy Ben Stiller movies have been 
dedicated to the premise, 

I don’t get it. It was a different sto- 
ry when I was a teenager and forced to 
impress the parents before being allowed 
to take a girl out. If I ticked off the par- 
ents, they had a lot of power to prevent 
future dating.
